REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants' claims 
have been amended to require microcapsules in which the shell composition incorporates one or 
more additional materials that provide at least one auxiliary function, i.e., fire retarding, flame 
suppressing, conductivity modifying, thermal stabilizing or insecticidal functions. The closest 
prior art found, EP '554 and Vincent et al, fail to teach or suggest the formation of microcapsules 
in which the shell composition provides any of said auxiliary functions. Accordingly, the present 
claims are deemed allowable over the prior art of record.
